for the removeall of the agreements ſent by Liewvtenant Gen, . 
Cromwel, delivered to hiys Field. Marſhal General $ kippon,Com, * 
Ircton,and Col. Fleetwood, as the ſexce of the whole Army : But the 
main thing which the Officers and Scnldiers doexpett is the paſ- 
fing of the Alt of Indemepnity,1 doubt not but theſe deſires will bee 
locked upon as humble repr eſent ations of therr grievances, And 1 
boye therr will be ſuch a right wnderſtanding, that this Army will 
dſband in love, and they lay downtheir Armes in peace, andal 
things ſetled to Gods glory, and the peace and tranquility of the 
Church and Kingdowe And ſo prayes

ſaid heavie charge remaining upon record, as a ſem.

$3. That whereas divers of us(eſpeciallythe private ſopl» 
diers) who-wert 'Apprenticevih Loadon and other pt

clration ; ſhewing that the time that they ſhonld (6 
inthe proſecution thereof, ſhould be {o effeRuall 
' inorder totheir freedome, as if chey bad remained with 
their ſeveral reſpective Ma ters,netwithiandipg which 
many bave refuſed to give ſome of us freedomes , who 
may juſtly claime it by the Parliaments Declaration for 
that purpoſe, | 
9, That many ſouldicrs who have loft their lives,wid; 
dowes who have loſt their husb.nds, and children rheir 
parents in this {crvice, and thereby reduced to gatat cx- 
. tremities,cven to beggety for want of proviſion for their 
ſabfiſtance, are not fufficiently- provided fot a future 
livelyhood, 
+ 10, That whereas divers perſons hath both privately 
and publikely laboured by aſperſions & falſe calumnies 
to wake us odious tothe Kingdome , having publiſhed 
my ſcandalous bookes,ſuch as 2r1,Edwards G angrens, 
and divers others ofthat nature, the ſeverall parc iculars 
whereof we proteſt againſt as moſt falſe, and are confi- 
dent that it proceeded not from any probable ground, 
which may argue ſuch an intention in us,but finglyfrom 
the malice of our enemies. 

11, That notwithſt anding the great care of the Com- 
mittee and Treafurcs of the Army,and the cheerful! rea- 
dinefſe of moft Counties for the paying of Aſﬀeſments, 
thoſe where we now quarter do affirme, nevertheleſſe 
the private ſouldiets are neceſſitated to take free quarter 
for the t, which is very irkſome nato us to bue fo 

eme to our friends, ,
